C. F. GRAINGER BURIED. 

At 11 o’clock this morning all activities 
at both Churchill Downs and Douglas Park 
cea.sed for a period of three minutes out 
of respect for the late Charles F. Grainger, 
turf patron, who was laid to rest today in 
beautiful <’ave Hill cemetery. 

While the course at Churchill Downs was 
still heavy today Do McMillan, T. J. Pen- 
dergasfs Derby candidate, made the w'ork 
watchers sit up and take notice. Trainer 
Cahn had Stanley Veal in the saddle on 
the big Dallot colt and he galloped the first 
quarter in 23%, three-eighths in 26, half in 
4H and five-eighths in 1 :02. The track was 
at least five seconds slow to the mile and 
Do McMillan's work stamps him as about 
one of the best “soft” track colts at the 
Downs. 

(Jhalterton and Skeezix worked three- 
quarters together, the older horse stopping 
long before the Derby colt. Skeezix was 
timed the first quarter in 25. half in 51 and 
three-quarters in 1 :20%. Trainer Kerby sent 
Donegal a quarter in 26%, half in 52% and 
three-quarters in 1 :21.

After Layoff of Three Days Sport 
Will Be Resumed at Tijuana. 



One Hundred and Twenty-Five Days’ Meet- 
ing to Terminate Next Sunday — .Many 
Owners Going to Omaha. 

SAX DTEGO, tal., April 16.— Tijuana 
closed its gates Sunday night for a three- 
day layoff in which to make preparations 
for the annual “blaze of glory” period wdiich 
will feature the end of the 1922-23 racing 
season at the Mexican course. Racing will 
be resumed on Thursday, to continue until 
Sunday, when the swan song will be sung 
to what has been indisputably the most suc- 
cessful racing season ever enjoyed by the 
Tijuana Jockey Club. 

Despite the fact that the program Sunday 
was one devoid of an outstanding feature, 
another big crowd patronized the course and 
enjoyed some spirited racing. Six of the ten 
races were won by the narrow margins 
of less than a length. Favorites w'ere slaugh- 
tered, the choices falling by the wayside 
before the speed of their competitors. 

The sport was ushered in with a two-year- 
old dash, in which A1 Hotfoot was made a 
slight favorite over the J. W. Marchbank 
entry, consisting of Ida Frances and Snooksie 
Bradley. The last named was returned the 
winner by a neck from A1 Hotfoot, which 
after leading by a safe margin of two lengths 
in the homestretch, swerved out suddenly, 
which undoubtedly cost him the race. 

Mae Seth, a despised outsider, provided 
the upset in the second when she drove up 
on the outside to take the measure of Cave- 
man, another long-priced horse to win by a 
head.

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Here and There 
on the Turf 

Rancocas Stud Farm’s Ca- 
lamity. 

Procession of Meetings Here 
and Coming. 

Opening of New York’s Cam- 
paign Not Far Away. 

The disaster at Rancocas Stud Farm is akin 
in deplorable results to that which brought 
about the practical destruction of the Camden 
and Milam racing forces last year. For one 
thing, it seems to point out that the barns 
at such great breeding establishments should 
b 3 constructed of less inflammable material. 
Fireproofing is well within the resources of 
such wealthy establishments. The Rancocas 
loss was greatest in nobly bred brood mares. 
The two stallions Inchcape and Cirrus had yet 
to prove their worth as sires. They might 
have proved failures or successes, but that was 
a matter still in the hands of time for demon- 
stration. Besides, in Mad Hatter, Grey Lag 
and others of great fame and approved blood 
lines Rancocas passesses splendid horses to 
take their places competently. But replace- 
ment of the grand collection of destroyed 
brood mares is a much more difficult problem. 
That it will be solved in the long run is not 
to be doubted. But it will cost much in the 
way of time and money that fireproofing or 
a more rigid sj^stem of daily inspection would 
have saved. Probably the incident will lead 
to some anxious overhauling of stabling at 
niAny of our other leading stud farms, as it 
certainly should. 



Bowie has wound up its twelve-day meet- 
ing and the Harford Association has begun 
its thirteen-day meeting at Havre de Grace. 
The racing season is swinging along and it 
will not be long before Jamaica's gates are 
opened in New York and Lexington begins 
its spring meeting. 

Time was when the real racing season opened 
in the East on the New York tracks, while 
Lexington had the real oi^ning of the cam- 
paign in the West. Lexington still holds its 
place and raises the curtain in the middle 
West, but Maryland has come to such racing 
importance that it now furnishes the eastern 
opening. 

Havre de Grace will find the horses that 
idled in the winter closer to racing condition 
than was the case at Bowde, while the winter 
campaigners that have been earning their 
way at New Orleans, Havana and Bowrie, will 
begin to become jaded and stale from con- 
stant racing. They wdll gradually fade out 
from the picture and it will be fresh horses 
that will come into the spotlight. There are 
many of these ready to take up the task and,

Twenty Years Ago Today 

Chief Turf Events of April 17. 1903 

Racing at Aqueduct, Washington, St. Louis, 
Memphis and Lakeside. 

Although a report went out that Sam Hil- 
dreth was to retire Thane, the gelding started 
in the daily handicap at Memphis and won it 
easily.

South Breeze 
and Huzzah could never get up and had no 
chance. 



The fourth race at Oakland, which was the 
feature of the afternoon, was an easy vic- 
tory for Dr, Boyle, with Princess Titania sec- 
ond and Annie Max third. Jockey Kelly rated 
Dr. Boyle behind the pacemakers until enter- 
ing the stretch, where he called on his mount 
and overhauled the leaders with ease and was 
hard held from there to the finish. The good 
handicap horse Kenilworth also ran in this 
race, but he raced as if he were short. It is 
reported that he has done considerable stud 
duty and apparently was in no condition to 
race. Mocorito also started, but ran a dull 
race. 



Much interest was centered in the first ap- 
pearance of Owenton in his four-year-old ca- 
reer at Lakeside. He appeared to be in ex- 
cellent condition when going to the post, but 
if anything a trifle heavy. He was pitted 
against such sprinters as Scorpio and Albula 
in the fourth race, a dash of three-quarters 
for four-year-olds and over. Scorpio, despite 
his rather dull race of the opening day, was 
made favorite, but again met defeat. He was 
taken to the front at once today, but only 
lasted four and a half furlongs.

De.«:pite unfavorable weather conditions the 
Bowie meeting, which clo.^^ed Saturday, was 
the most successful in the history of that 
track. During the twelve days of racing, 
which began April ’2, inaugurating the spring 
racing season in Maryland, the Southern 
Maryland Agricultural and Fair As.sociation 
distributed $112.0S9, a daily average of 
$9,340. among the winning horsemen. An 
innovation in offering two $5,000 stakes met 
with such a ready response and proved so 
popular that it is certain tliat the same 
policy will be followed next year. 

E. K. Bryson’s sea.«?oned campaigners won 
the largest number of races and most money, 
rlacing their owner's name at the top of 
the list with $8,265 to his credit. Other own- 
ers w’^ho fared well were (T*. A, Coyle with 
$4,195, G. (’. Winfrey, $4,300, and Audley 
Farm. $4,100. 

Inclement weather retarded training opera- 
tions to such an extent that horses which 
arrived at Bowie from the winter tracks 
had a big advantage as far as condition wa.s 
concerned. The result was they won the 
greater number of races during the meeting. 
The good three-year-old Setting Sun W’as the ! 
biggest nooney winner with $.5,365 to his 
credit. Rama accounted for $4,495. Camou- 
flage. $3,900: Mountain Rose II., $2,709. and 
Bonfire. $2,700. 

Jim Arthur’s apprentice, A. Abel, was the 
riding .sen.sation of the meeting. He rode 
nineteen winners. E. Smallw’oo<l also fig- 
ured prominently with eleven saddle suc- 
ces.ses. 

There w’^as a tie for the training honors 
between G. C. Winfrey. W. A. Burtt.schell 
and J. H, Buscher, each saddling four win- 
ners.
